Emergency News and Views 
By Robert P. Hampton, KF6FGH 


Well I'll be, here I mention how quiet it is around here last issue and San Juan Batista 
gets a 5.3 quaker (moderate but noticeable)! 

Well this will be a good lead-in into some safety issues (mainly yours and the people/ 
family immediately around you when one happens). Now | am not only talking about 
earth quakes, but they are our most serious threat around here besides fires (potential 
big ones!). 

Your immediate concern is to get yourself to an area of safety. This might mean 
getting out of bed without getting hit in the head by those beautiful vases you have on 
your headboard, or that nice breezy broken window pane next to your bed. Or, maybe 
you're at work in a building with lots of glass windows. (FYI...The San Francisco Fire 
Department expects about 4-6 feet of glass in the Downtown area streets to walkthrough 
if a “big one” hits (fact). Glass, feet and hands don’t get along too well (you fire and 
glass walkers maybe exempt). A trick is too take a big heavy-duty plastic garbage bag 
(remember “don’t step in it...”?) and stick some old high-top boots it. Might as well 
stick a pair of gloves, pants, shirt, socks, safety glasses, a roll of duct tape to affix 
around the bottom of your pant legs to ward off more glass injuries, and a flash light 
too. Tie it to your bed or other object within your proximity. Then if you get caught in 
a nice 7.3 in the middle of the night and your bed rolls across the room, walla! instant 
protective clothing. 

Now that you can get around it’s time to check out yourself and the other fine folks 
around you for pain and suffering. Remember not to move anybody if you don’t have 
too.

Non-life threatening, and DEAD—self explanatory. Your calm- 
ness and coolness in such a disaster situation will help others 
from panicking (you don’t want panic!!!) Ask others to help, 
this will also sort out who is OK, delirious and in shock, DE- 
LAYED or in IMMEDIATE trouble! 

Attend an American Red Cross (ARC) or similar First Aid 
and CPR class. About 80 percent of deaths during the Kobe, 
Japan, quake could have been avoided if people knew at least 
how to get someone’s breathing or their heart started again, 
and assisting shock victims (fact!) 

Always keep some emergency supplies and any extra medi- 
cines you might be taking at home, in your vehicle, and at the 
work place. 

Also have a lot of water available (lots of water!) At 8 lbs per 
gallon it’s not something you can just carry around. You must 
have some stored away and ready. You will need some for your- 
self, family, and pets for how ever many days. I went camping 
this summer with my son and it was amazing how much water 
you can go through in just a couple of days and when you don’t 
have a readily available tap; it becomes like gold! 

Other items are also necessary or helpful during a disaster: 
flash lights, radios (both HAM and AM/FM) of course with ex- 
tra charged batteries, extra clothes and undergarments, some 
kind of long crowbar or 2x4 (to break or pry windows, walls, 
doors), candy bars, peanuts, and canned juices for energy re- 
supply while you're rescuing folks, baby food and formula, pet 
food, tooth brushes and pastes, extra reading glasses, sanitary 
and hygiene items, soaps, medicines, and a couple of rolls of 
Charmin. By the way, another use for those big plastic garbage 
bags (remember “don’t step in it...”) is if you're without water 
you can place one in the commode like a trash can and put the 
seat down over the ends. Then you can “do your thing” and 
bury it in the back yard until after the crisis is over! Remember 
there may be no water, utilities or garbage pickup for a long 
time! There may be some water in your hot water tank for 
emergencies.... Just watch for impurities seeping in the water 
reserves...

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There are many excellent books and public service documents 
that show what you may need for survival. Go to a library or 
the Internet. There is no time like now. Pick a place to meet 
your family, and select an out-of-state relative or friend that all 
of your family can call to check-in. During the Loma Prieta 
quake, I could not call from San Francisco to San Ramon or 
Fremont to check on family, but I did get through to Florida. I 
had to wait off-hook on a pay phone for about 4 minutes be- 
fore I got a dial tone, and another 3-4 minutes before it ac- 
cepted my calling card# and telephone number (yes it took my 
calling card number!). Carry change with you, it may go quicker 
(it’s now $.35 to make a local call, and long distance calls cost 
more). (FYI.. pay phones are usually the last to be shut down by 
the local Bell companies in an emergency!) 

Another FYI: your cell phone may or may not be working. If 
you're talking to another phone in the same Bell switching of- 
fice you may get through, but if your cell phone is not con- 
nected to the same Bell switch office as your calling party you 
may be in dire straights as the lines between the Bell offices 
may be broken, or shut down for emergency traffic only (i.e. 
hospitals, gov’t agencies, fire, police...). Take your hand-held 
radios or mobile radios with you to work. It may be your only 
communications back to the homeland! They do not do you 
any good sitting on a shelf at home! 

Well I hope this helps you a little and gets you to thinking 
how to prepare yourself and your family for such an event. 
Again, the Neighborhood Emergency Response Team (N.E.R.T.) 
training offered by both the San Ramon and San Francisco 
Fire Departments are great, as well as the First Aid and CPR 
classes offered by A.R.C. and some local Jr. Colleges. 

I will talk about utilities and get you in this nice weather clean- 
ing out your water shut-off valve compartment in the next is- 
sue. Have fun and get prepared. 

Are your batteries still charged? Have you participated in any 
public service events this year? Do you know the Coco County 
RACES/ARES emergency frequencies? See ya next issue... 73

September 1998 


The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club maintains and operates high-quality, wide-coverage repeaters for the use of all amateur 
radio operators. Operation and use of these repeaters shall comply fully with the Amateur Radio Service (Part 97) regulations of 
the Federal Communications Commission’s Private Radio Service, and the following rules of the Mount Diablo Amateur Radio 
Club: 


1. The repeaters are provided for the purposes of contacting and passing information between fellow amateur radio operators, 
and providing service to the public as a voluntary, noncommercial communication service, particularly with respect to provid- 
ing emergency communications. 


2. Inthe spirit of the Amateur Radio Service, users shall respect and support each other in a courteous and positive manner. 

3. Due to the wide coverage of the repeaters and the club’s large membership, the length of QSOs should be kept to a minimum. 
Conversations shall be limited to 10 minutes during commute hours; 6:00-9:00 am and 4:00-7:00 pm. Operators should 
always pause before transmitting, to allow another station to break in. Please use simplex frequencies or HF bands for “rag- 


chewing.” 


4. Operators shall announce their call sign before transmitting any touch-tone commands, at the end of each communication, 
and every ten minutes or less during a communication. 


5. There shall be absolutely no communications containing obscene, indecent, or profane words, language, or meaning. Discus- 
sion of political or potentially sensitive social issues shall be avoided. 


6. No one shall cause or condone the malicious or intentional interference of anyone’s communications on the repeaters. 


7. Operators shall not communicate with, or discuss the actions of, anyone who violates these rules. 


8. Control Operators are required to turn off a repeater to terminate improper operation or use. 


9. The Mount Diablo Amateur Radio Club Board of Directors reserves the right to forbid the use of the repeaters by anyone who 
repeatedly violates these rules, or anyone who facilitates or encourages others to violate these rules.
